William I. Shields, county 
health officer, could have re­ 
ceived sufficient gasoline to 
carry on his official duties if 
he had secured the authoriza­

Times this morning. 
"There was never a ques­ 
tion of getting gasoline,” the 
rationing 
bor rd 
spokesman 
said. “This is not an unusual 
case. 
Any person in official 
capacity who requires supple­ 
mental gasoline is required to 
secure the signature of his 
superior officer to his applica­ 
tion. 
When that Is received 
the board issues the supple­ 
mental order. 
Mr. Shields 
could have received supple­ 
mental 
gasoline if he had 
made his application in time 
and if he had secured his 
superior’s signature to his ap­ 
plication. 
That’s all there Is 
to it. It applies in all similar 
instances.”

Form I CHOA: This is a simplified 
report, which may, at the option
